There is significant 
difference as to the functionality when "supplied" is added to the claim. For example "user-supplied" is significantly different from "user- 
selected". Similarly, "user preference" is significantly different from "user-supplied preference". Furthermore, as to the references, 
whether or not White's redirection occurs based on load-balancing or any other event is irrelevent because the claim language teaches o 
redirecting, and not of why the redirecting is occuring. Clearly, White teaches all the limitations of the claims reference in the Final Offic 
Action. White also suggests the user "supplying" a preference (see col. 5, lines 44-60). 
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
